PURP0SE:To allow the other passenger to 
enjoy a music from and to maintain the 
secrecy situation of the communication 
by muting the sound volume of the 
specific speaker by a sound volume 
adjusting means at the time of detecting 
the incoming call of the automobile 
telephone. 

CONST I TUT I ON: A main device 10 is 
equipped with a sound volume adjusting 
means which operates the mute processing 
of an outputted audio signal. Four 
speakers 20 are installed at the front 
right and left, and at the rear and left 
in a vehicle. Then, at the time of 
receiving the incoming call from an 
outside, or detecting the off-hook of a 
handset 30a, an automobile telephone 30 
transmits a TEL interruption signal 
through a control line 31 to the main 
device 10, and the setting of an audio 
circuit is performed based on audio 
setting data preliminarily registered in 
a RAM 17. That is, the speaker 20 
closest to a driver who performs speech 
of the automobile telephone 30 is muted. 
Therefore, a voice from the speaker 20 
nearest to the passenger can not be 
interrupted even during the telephone, 
speech and the driver can maintain the 
secrecy state. 
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
